REPORT NARRATIVE 


SYNOPSIS: 

On 02/16/2014 at about 1135 hours, James Leonard Davis Jr. attacked his mother, 
with a hatchet. James entered his mother's resid ence w ith a hatchet and walked into her bedroom. 
Withoutprovocation, James swung the hatchet at^J hitting her in the head and chest. While being 
struck, told her son James, "You are killing me" and James replied, "I know" and continued to strike 
her with the hatchet. 

James' step-father, attempted to intervene durinathe altercation and was eventually able 

to get the h atchet away from James. Jam es then got on top of [^Hand punched her in the face multiple 
times. and his step-son, tried getting James In order for Jame s to c ontinue 

his attack on he punchec^^^peveral times in the head. As a result of the strikes, sustained 
a shoulder injury and later sought medical attention. 

m| a ttemp ted to defend hi mself during the attack using the woode n end of the hatchet. During the 
attack, accidentally hit^^ on the back of the head and sustained an abrasion that was 
bleeding and was treated at the hospital. 

Deputies located James on the side of the house. He was given multiple commands to get on the 
ground. James did not comply, challenging deputies to shoot him. Force was needed to subdue him with 
the use of a Taser, K-9 and hand strikes. Deputies suffered minor injuries during the incident. 

|m| sustained lacerations on h er fore head and chest. She also had a laceration a bite on her left hand 
and she suffered a broken nose. feared for her life during the altercation and an Emergency 
Protective Order (EPO) was granted by Judge Camarena for all of the victims involved. 

All of the victims said they would cooperate with the court process and signed Medical Release Forms. 
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James was served with a EPO and placed under arrest for 664/187 (a) PC Attempted Murder; 245(a) (1) 
PC Assault with a Deadly Weapon: not Firearm; 243(d) Battery w/Serious Injury; 69 PC x2 
Obstruct/Resist Officer with Minor Injury and 459 PC Burglary (Residential). 

James was admitted to the University of California San Diego Medical Center (UCSD) and will be 
transported to San Diego Central Jail once released from the hospital. 

ORIGIN: 

On 02/16/15, at about 1135 hours, I was dispatched to Lemon Street in Spring Valley for a call of 
an assault with a deadly weapon. (CAD #E2310822). 

BACKGROUND: 

The reporting party was the grandson, (|§J years old). adviseddispatch his 

uncle was trying to kill his grandmother and his uncle had a history of being violent, was afraid 

and went to a neighbor's yard and continued to update dispatch on what he was hearing from the 
residence. 

INVESTIGATION: 

I arrived on scene at approximately 1142 hours. I saw and heard Deputy Vail #0606 yell, "Sheriff's 
Department get on the ground or you will get bit" several times. I ran up to Deputy Vail to assist him. I 
saw a male, later identified as James Davis, walk towards the side of the house. Deputy Vail and I began 
to follow James. I knocked on the front door of the residence while Deputy Vail kept a visual on James. 
The front door opened and I asked is that the guy we are looking for (as I pointed to the direction of 
where James was) and multiple people told me yes. I told Deputy Vail, "That's him". 

At this point I believed James was the suspect in the incident I was dealing with. Deputy Vail continued 
yelling at James, "Get on the ground or you're going to get bit" but he refused and yelled, "Just shoot 
me". 

James began to advance towards Deputy Vail and me, so we began to move backwards to create 
distance between us and James. As James was advancing towards us, I was unsure if he was armed. 
James was wearing a red jacket and jeans, his eyes were large, there was blood on his face and he had 
a blank stare, "Thousand Yard Stare." Through my training and experience, I believed James might be 
under the influence of a controlled substance. People under the influence of narcotics are known to 
display irrational behaviors and have unpredictable actions. 

James continued advancing towards us and to prevent him from attacking us or moving into an open 
area where he could escape and possibly injure someone else, I deployed my Taser from approximately 
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7-10 feet. James tensed up for a moment and then relaxed. The Taser was ineffective and Deputy Vail 
deployed his K-9 Hank. I observed Hank pull on James'jacket, but James continued to stand. James 
took a fighting stance and Deputy Vail pushed James to the ground causing him to fall on his buttocks. 
James attempted to stand on his feet and I tried grabbing his legs to gain control of them, but he 
continued kicking towards me. I momentarily moved out of the way because Deputy Vail wanted to 
reengage Hank onto James' right thigh. James continued to move his body to the side and I could not 
gain control of his arms. I yelled at James to, "Stop resisting" but he refused to obey my commands. I 
turned my gun side away from him in case he reached for my firearm. James continued to move around, 
but we were able to get him on his stomach. I yelled "Put your hands behind your back" but he kept his 
hands underneath his body by his waistband. I immediately began to hit James on the right side of the 
face with my right hand (palm strikes) because I feared he could have a weapon in his waistband and 
could injure me or my partner. 

My strikes had no effect on James as he continued to keep his hands near his waistband and continued 
kicking his feet. I then kicked James multiple times on his outer right thigh because he was kicking 
towards me. I feared if I did not kick him, he would kick me and I would fall on the ground where he could 
gain advantage of me. I continued to yell, "Put your hands behind your back." To gain control of James, I 
placed my right knee on the side of his head and Deputy Douglas, #4911 arrived on scene and helped 
me get James' right arm behind his back as Deputy Vail had his left arm behind his back. Deputies 
handcuffed James and Deputy Vail removed Hank from his contact. Deputies stood by with James as I 
evaluated the scene. (See Deputy Vail's report for further detail). 


Deputies advised dispatch that multiple medics were needed on scene. James received rake marks to 
the right side of his back and puncture wounds and lacerations to hi s right thigh. J ames was later 
transported and treated at UCSD Medical Center by Medical Doctor

I placed latex gloves on and collected the hatchet that was laying on the dirt near the front door of the 
residence. I placed the hatchet in a brown paper bag and placed it in my patrol car. 
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Deputy Sterbenz #7724 contacted victim and reporting party and took their 

statements. (See Deputy's Report for further detail). 

Deputy Douglas contacted victim and took her statement. (See Deputy's Report for further 

detail). 

Deputy Blumenshine #2137 took pictures of the scene and contacted and took his 

statement. (See Deputy's Report for further detail). 

Deputy Wood #7730 contacted the on call Judge to request an EPO. (See Deputy's Report for further 
detail). 

San Miguel Fire Department Engine, #7615, Engine, #7614, and American Medical Response (AMR), 
#256, arrived on scene to tend to the victims and James. AMR, #256, transported James to UCSD 
Medical Center for further treatment with Deputy Seaman #3035 in the ambulance. 


I had blood on my uniform shirt and left forearm. I had a small abrasion near my left elbow and a scratch 
on my right arm. Deputy Blumenshine took photographs of my injuries before I left the scene. 


treated 


I followed AMR, #256 to UCSD Medical Center. At the hospital, Medical Doctor|_ 

James. While at the hospital, James was uncooperative with the staff and refused to answer their 
questions. Canine Sergeant Hout, #2284 arrived at the hospital to investigate the incident involving the 
Sheriff's K9. 


Deputy Vail and Deputy Seaman stayed at the hospital with James. Deputy Vail obtained consent from 
James and a blood specimen was collected. Deputy Seaman took custody of the blood sample and 
placed the sample into the evidence refrigerator at the Rancho San Diego Sheriff's Station. (See 
Deputy's report for further detail). 

I went to Scripps Mercy Hospital and contacted DoctorDr. told me her 

injuries were non-life threatening, but she sustained a broken nose, a laceration on her left hand, 
forehead and chest. 

I contacted and she gave me the following statement.

She was laying on her 
back on the floor and James punched her several times in the face. 

and were eventually ableto get James off of her and got James out of the bedroonr^m 9 ot 
up and locked her bedroom door, heard deputies yelling outside, "Get on the ground." ^|^/vill 
cooperate with the court process. 

INVESTIGATION CONTINUED: 

I took pictures of ar| d collected her clothing from the hospital. Later, Deputy Seaman gave me a 
copy of the served EPO on James. I placed a copy of the EPO in James' property bag which was later 
given to deputies at the hospital. 

Deputy Douglas gave me the victims clothing and Deputy Blumenshine gave me the sheath he found in 
the suspect's vehicle. I used latex gloves when handling the items. 

I took Pictures of the hatchet and the sheath. The lenght of the hatchet was 14.5 inches with the blade 
7.5 inches. I was unable to see any blood on the hatchet. I later placed the hatchet and sheath into 
evidence at the Rancho San Diego Sheriff's Station.

After being briefed, I met with Detective Cornelius #1951, who arrived at the scen e. Det ectiv e Corn elius 
and I inspected the crime scene for any evidence. When I entered the back room and m| 
bedroom), I noticed what appeared to be blood stains on the bed sheets at the foot of the bed and near 
the headboard. A purple towel was also on the bed and it appeared to have blood on it as well. The 
purple towel and the stains that were near the headboard were near the west wall of the bedroom. 

On the ground and in between the bed and the west wall of the bedroom, I noticed a fairly large stain of 
what appeared to be blood on the carpet. Sitting on top of the stain was a white and purple pillow that 
also appeared to have blood on it. I did not notice any other stains inside the residence that resembled 
blood. In the driveway where James was arrested, I noticed a red stain on the concrete that appeared to 
be blood. 


I requested Detective Cornelius photograph the crime scene and assist with collecting several items of 
evidence. While Detective Cornelius was processing the items of evidence, I assisted him with packaging 
the towel and the pillow. I wore a fresh pair of latex gloves while handling the towel and pillow and 
changed the gloves in between each handling. Detective Cornelius gave me the items of evidence he 
collected and I secured them in my department issued vehicle (See Detective Cornelius' Deputy's Report 
for details). 

While assisting with pr ocess ing the scene, I requested Detective Moore #2272 respond to Mercy 
Hospital and interview regarding the incident (See Detective Moore's Deput y's Re port for details). I 
also requested Detective Ellis # 2083 respond to Grossmont Hospital to interview Af ter Detective 
Ellis finished interviewi ng he met with me at the scene and I requested he interview m m| 
and just arrived at the scene ( See Detective Ellis' Deputy's Report for details^^^ 
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I contacted at the s cene and verified she was one of the registered owners of the truck James 

drove over to the residence. signed a consent to search form allowing me to search the truck. I 

noticed a half empty 32 ounc^oottle of Bud Ice lying on the passe nger side floor board. I searched the 
truck but found nothing of evidentiary value. I released the truck to|^^^| A check of surrounding 
residences was completed and no other witnesses were located. 

I cleared the scene at approximately 1707 hours and met with Detectives Ellis and Cornelius at the 
Rancho San Diego Station. While at the station, Detective Cornelius and I placed the bloody pillow and 
towel into the evidence dryer in the stations evidence room due to the fact that they were still wet. I again 
wore clean latex gloves while handling the towel and pillow and changed them in between each handling. 
I cleaned the dryer with the provided bleach solution prior to placing the towel and pillow into it. I secured 
all the other items of evidence in a temporary locker in the stations evidence room. 

After securing the evidence, Detective Ellis and I drove to UCSD Hospital to interview James regarding 
the incident. Detective Ellis and I arrived at UCSD Hospital at approximately 1915 hours and met with 
James. James was admitted by hospital staff for observation and was being guarded by two deputies 
from San Diego Central Jail. I explained to James who Detective Ellis and I were and I asked him if I 
could obtain a DNA reference sample from him. James told me I could and he let me swab the inside of 
his mouth with a reference swab kit. I sealed the kit and then told James I would like to speak to him 
about the incident and he immediately said, "I want a lawyer and don't want to talk." I did not obtain a 
statement from James. I checked James' wallet and property for any receipts for the purchase of the 
hatchet but I could not locate one. I impounded James' cellular phone for evidence. 

As I was speaking to the deputies who were guarding James, I could hear James talking to himself and 
saying, "It doesn't matter anyway, you should just kill me. I fucked up and I'm done" and "Just kill me, I 
don't deserve to live." Detective Ellis and I cleared the hospital a short time later. 

Detective Cornelius removed the towel and pillow from the dryer on 02/18/15 and gave them to me. I 
packaged the towel and pillow an d sea led them.

I arrived at the scene at 1457 hours. I met with D etective Weber and Sergeant Mcevoy. I learned that^^^HHH was 
attacked by her son James Davis with a hatchet. and Davis were in the hospital receiving treatmennomneir injuries. 

Detective Weber briefed me of his findings and walKecurie through the crime scene. 

I started by taking photos of the crime scene outside and inside the home. I took photos of the entire home. After the 
photographs I placed a yellow Sheriffs evidence placard on all items that were to be documented and collected for evidence. 

I placed the yellow placard near blood stains that were to be swabbed. I used placards 1-6. 

Placard 1 was placed on Davis' v ehicle driver's side door that was parked in the victims' driveway. I moved inside the house 
and placed placard 2 on^^^H sheet that was on the bed. The placard marked a blood stain. I placed placard 3 on the 
right side at the foot of tn^DecuTiarking a blood stain. I placed placard 4 near a purple hand towel and some blood stains that 
were near the towel. I placed placard 5 on the floor near a bloody area and near a bloody throw pillow. I placed placard 6 on 
a blood stain that was on the co ncrete wa lkway adjacent to the victim's home. The walkway is used by the neighbor's. The 
neighbors' home is in the rear of^^^J home. 

I swabbed the blood stains near placard 4, 5 and 6. I sealed the evidence packages and turned them over to Detective 
Weber. Detective Weber and I collected the towel and throw pillow. Detective Weber took custody of all the evidence we 
collected at the scene. 

At Rancho San Diego station I assisted Detective Weber in placing the bloody towel and throw pillow into the Sheriff's drying 
cabinet.

As James was walking down the driveway he saw a Sheriff Deputy arrive in a patrol car. The Deputy yelled at James to get on 
the ground several times. James did not follow the commands of the Deputy. The Deputy sent the dog and it made contact 
with James' arm and jacket. This did not seem to have any affect on James. Another Deputy Tasered James and that did not 
seem to have any affect on him. James finally went to the ground and he was still continuing to fight with the Deputies.

us e she was so small and James was still fightin g afte r he was tasered. The fe male Deputy told to go back into the 
house. complied and went back into the house, looked outside and was continuing ttMignt with the Deputies.

H said James and^^J had an incident several years prior. said James tried to cut^^H throat and he had to fight 
3S during that inciaenf James went to prison for 10 years because of the earlier incidenOXccording to James' 
throat was slashed by another inmate while he was in prison. 

m says that James has a drin king problem and he has had a drinking problem for years. James changes in a violent 
manner when he drinks alcohol. told me a story that James, his family and some other friends were camping together. 
James was drinking alcohol and oegan talking to himself and saying off the wall things. This incident happened in the early 
morning hours. It scared James' friends so much they packed up and left the camping site.

separate envelope. I then gave the envelopes to Detective Weber and he entered them into evidenc^aune Rancho San 
Diego Station.

ORIGIN: 

On 2-16-15, at 1400 hours, I received a detective call out to assist Detective Weber due to a man attacking his mother with a 
hatchet. 


INVESTIGATIVE FOLLOW UP: 


I conta cted D etective Weber who requested I interviewat Mercy Hospital. I arrived at Mercy Hospital at 1630 
hours. was in a hospital bed and I observed a 1/^ncr^u^r^er forehead whic h had two stiches to close the wound. 

H hacHwo black eyes and her nose was bandaged due to the nose being broken. told me she had a cut on her 
t and she showed me a cut that was approximately four inches long that went fron^ne upper left side of her chest in a 
downward direction to the lo wer r ight portion of her chest. The cut did not appear to be a deep cut because I did not see any 
stiches to close the wound. also complained of pain to her right side rib cage area and pain to her left hand ring finger. 
The ring finger was bandagecHand I did not see the wound. I obtained the following statement. The interview was recorded 
for accuracy. 


STATEMENT OF VICTIM 


James Davis is 44 year old son from her first marriage. HH described James as a good child who wanted to be an

REPORT NARRATIVE 


ORIGIN: 

On 2/16/2015, at appro ximately 1135 hours, I, along with multiple other depuites, was dispatched to a call of an assault with a 
deadly weapon Lemon Street, in Spring Valley (CAD#E2310822). The reporting party stated his uncle was trying to 

kill his grandmother. 


DEPUTY'S OBSERVATION AND ACTIONS: 

I was responding to the scene Code 3-lights and sirens. My partners Deputy Ventura (0091) and Deputy Vail (0606) arrived 
on scene before me. They put out radio traffic of making contact with a subject who was non-compliant with verbal 
commands. Their radio traffic then became unreadable. I arrived on scene. I could see my partners struggling with a male 
subject on the ground, later identified as James Davis. Davis was lying on his stomach with his hands underneath him. Just as 
I arrived to my partners they were able to place Davis's hands behind his back. I took out my handcuffs to restrain Davis so he 
could not hurt himself, me, or my partners. I placed my handcuffs on Davis, and then with both my hands applied downward 
pressure on his body to keep him from standing back up. I remained with Davis until medical personnel arrived to evaluate 
him. 


I rode with Davis in AMR 256 to University of California San Diego Medical Center. Deputy Ventura and Deputy Vail followed 
us. Davis was uncooperative answering the paramedic's questions. Davis mumbled and spoke in a low voice. Davis made 
comments about wanting to die. _ 

After arriving to the hospital, Specimen Specialists Blood Tech^H^|HHHH^^|) responded to our location and took a 
blood sample from Davis. I took possession of the blood sampl^^sKe^Davm^could take a reference oral swab from him, 
he said "No." and shook his head side to side. Around 1425 hours I verbally served an Emergency Protective Order against 
Davis. 

I asked Davis if he would be willing to sign a medical records release. He agreed and signed the form. I took digital images of 
Davis. Hospital staff advised Davis was going to be admitted to the hospital. Detentions Investigations Unit (DIU) Sgt. Kamoss 
(4202) arrived and I informed him of the situation. Sgt. Kamoss contacted the watch commander at the San Diego Central Jail 
and informed him of the situation. Deputy Sprague (3338) and Deputy Oules (0227) arrived and relieved me and Deputy Vail.

On 02-16-15, at ab out 11 37 hours, I responded to a call of a fight that soon after was upgraded to a 245PC (Assault with a 
Deadly Weapon) Lemon St, Spring Valley. I arrived at about 1141 hours. (CAD#E2310822) 

BACKGROUND: 

The reporting part y was th e grandson, years old). told Sheriff's Dispatch, "My uncle is t rying to 

kill my grandma." attempted tm<ee^Snenfr^Dispatch updatecmruA/nat was happening on scene, was so 

afraid that he ran to a neighbor's yard while still on the phone with Sheriff's Dispatch. 

DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 

I arrived on scene first and observed ^^^Hinthe driveway at a residence just west of Lemon St. saw me 

and began to point east at the residenc^iM^ Lemon St. I parked on the street, immeaiately exited m^atroH/ehicle and 
grabbed my partner Hank by his collar. As n5egan to walk up the driveway towards the front of the residence I observed a 
male later identified as James Davis exit the front door. Davis was wearing a large loose fitted red jacket, his eyes were large, 
he had a "Thousand Yard Stare," he had blood on his face, he had a dry pasty mouth, his lips were dry and I could see that 
his tongue was white and pasty. I believed Davis was exhibiting outward signs of being under the influence of a controlled 
substance. 

Davis began to walk towards me and he said, "Just shoot me." I immediately began to yell "Sheriffs department get on the 
ground or you will be bit" numerous times but he ignored me. Hank was barking and Davis was not fazed by it. At this point I 
was unsure if Davis was the suspect or a victim. Just then Deputy Ventura, #0091, arrived on scene to assist me. Davis 
stopped, turned away from me and began to walk towards the side of the house. I began to follow Davis and had Ventura 
check for occupants inside the residence. I continued following Davis continually yelling at him to "Stop" "Get on the ground 
or you're gonna get bit" but he ignored me. I then observed Davis move into an inlet on the side of the house. As I continued 
yelling at Davis, Ventura came to me and said, "That's him." I was now convinced that Davis was the suspect in the situation I 
was dealing with. Davis exited the inlet and I was unsure if he had accessed a weapon from the area and now had it

concealed on his person. I continued yelling at Davis to "Get on the ground or you're gonna get bit" but he refused and said, 
"Just shoot me." 

Davis began to advance towards Deputy Ventura and me so we began to move backwards to create distance. My intention 
was to have the canine available at the scene as a psychological deterrent to any aggressive acts Davis might make against 
my partners the public and me. Additionally, I wanted to prevent the use of a higher level of force. Davis was advancing 
towards us and I was unsure if he was armed. The totality of the circumstances heightened my awareness of the situation. I 
believed Davis was under the influence of a controlled substance, the call was now upgraded to a 245PC (Assault with a 
Deadly Weapon), I did not want him fleeing into neighboring properties and the grandson stated, "My uncle is trying to kill my 
grandma." Through my experience, subjects that are under the influence of a controlled substance are irrational and 
unpredictable in their actions. 

Davis continued advancing towards us and to prevent him from attacking us or moving into an open area where he could flee; 

I chose to deploy Hank in apprehending Davis. I observed Hank run towards Davis and attempt to make contact. Davis 
turned to his left and moved back. I observed that Hank had a hold of Davis' red jacket and was pulling on it. I ran up to 
Davis and he took a fighting stance towards me with his hands raised up, ready to fight. I was able to push Davis to the 
ground causing him to fall down onto his buttocks. I then began to get concerned that Davis was going to get back onto his 
feet and begin to fight us. Just then I observed Deputy Ventura deploy her Taser at Davis. For a brief moment Davis tensed 
up then relaxed. The Taser was ineffective and Davis began to get onto his feet. I quickly rushed Davis and landed on top of 
him. Hank continued pulling on Davis' jacket. Davis was now on his back and I placed my right shin across Davis' stomach. 
Davis began to kick his legs and arms around attempting to get out of my hold. I began to yell at Davis to "Stop Resisting" but 
he refused. I then began to feel him trying to roll onto his side. I immediately began to hit Davis on the left side of his face 
and his upper chest area with my right hand (hammer strike). 

My strikes had no effect on Davis and I wanted to reengage Hank onto Davis. I moved down towards Davis' legs and began 
to hit him (hammer strike) on the right side of his stomach. Davis was now attempting to kick us and I tried to keep body 
weight on his legs using my knees/shins. Deputy Ventura was now fighting with Davis and I was able to remove Hank from 
Davis' jacket and redeploy him onto Davis' right thigh. I then heard Davis scream and he began to kick at Hank with his left 
leg. I again hit Davis on his stomach area (hammer strike) yelling at him to "Stop Resisting" but he still refused. I was 
attempting to get control of Davis' arms but he continued moving them around to keep us from getting control of him. I began 
to get tired but was able to push him over on his stomach. I was able to pull Davis' left arm behind his back and hold it there. 
Deputy Ventura was still struggling to get control of Davis' right arm; just then I observed Deputy Douglas, #4911, and other 
deputies coming to help us. Deputy Douglas and the other deputies were able to handcuff Davis. I then removed Hank from 
his contact and placed him back inside my patrol vehicle. 

The San Miguel Fire Department Engine, #7615, Engine, #7614, and American Medical Response (AMR), #256, arrived on 
scene to tend to the victims and Davis. AMR, #256, advised me they would be transporting Davis to UCSD Medical Center 
for further treatment. I contacted Canine Sergeant Hout, #2284, to advise him of the canine contact. Sergeant Hout advised 
me he would be responding to investigate the incident. I followed AMR, #256, to UCSD Medical Center. A short time later , 
Sergeant Hout, arrived at UCSD Medical Center to handle the investigation. At the hospital, Medical Doctor|H^| 
treated Davis. I stayed at the hospital with Davis until relieved by Deputies Sprague, #3338, and Oules, #022^nwa^aavised 
by nursing staff that Davis would be admitted for 24 hour surveillance due to him claiming injury to his head. Nursing staff 
was concerned Davis possibly suffered a concussion. 

While at the hospital, Davis was uncooperative, was fidgety, had a dry pasty mouth and a shiny brow. I believed Davis was 
exhibiting outward signs of being under the influence of a controlled substance. I asked Davis if he used meth and he said, 
"No, I'm just naturally spun up." I asked Davis if we could take a blood sample for evidentiary purpo ses and he said, "Sure." 

At about 1333 hours, Davis, submitted a voluntary blood sample. Phlebotomist^|^|^^fH^|, from Specimen 
Specialists of America took the blood draw. Davis' blood sample was placed in tn^viaenceMefngerator at the Rancho San 
Diego (RSD) station by Deputy Seamen.

CONFIDENTIAL: 

On 02/16/2015, at approximately 1137 hours, Deputy Vail assisted Spring Valley 
Deputies with a 245 P.C. Assault with a Deadly Weapon in progress at Lemon 
Street in Spring Valley. The reporting party, an | year old boy, advised Sheriffs 
Dispatch his uncle, later identified as James Davis DOB was trying to kill his 

grandmother. 

Deputy Vail and his canine were first to arrive on scene. 

STATEMENT FROM DEPUTY VAIL: 

Based on the violent nature of the call, Deputy Vail exited his patrol vehicle with his 
canine. Deputy Vail approached the residence and observed Davis exiting the front door. 
Deputy Vail noticed Davis had blood on his face and what Deputy Vail described as a 
“Thousand yard stare.” Deputy Vail recognized Davis’ appearance to be consistent with 
that of someone under the influence of a controlled substance. At this point, Deputy Vail 
did not know if Davis was the suspect or a possible victim. 

When Davis saw Deputy Vail, he advanced toward him saying “Just shoot me.” Deputy 
Vail backed up to keep distance between him and Davis and ordered Davis repeatedly to 
lie on the ground. Davis refused. 

Davis turned and began walking toward the backyard of the residence. Deputy Vail 
followed. Deputy Vail continued to order Davis to the ground and gave numerous canine 
warnings in an attempt to gain compliance. 

Deputy Ventura arrived to assist Deputy Vail. Deputy Ventura checked the residence and 
was advised by witnesses that Davis was the suspect. Deputy Ventura advised Deputy 
Vail Davis was the suspect and went to Deputy Vail’s location.

It appeared Davis was attempting to enter the house but then stopped, turned around and 
began walking back toward Deputy Vail’s location. Deputy Vail continued to order 
Davis to the ground but he refused. 

Davis was wearing a large bulky jacket that prevented Deputy Vail from seeing whether 
or not he had a weapon concealed on his person. In an effort to protect himself and 
Deputy Ventura from Davis, and gain control of him, Deputy Vail deployed his canine to 
subdue Davis. 

Deputy Vail’s canine bit Davis’ jacket. Deputy Vail advanced toward Davis and Davis 
took a fighting stance. Deputy Vail pushed Davis to the ground. It appeared Davis was 
attempting to get back up. Deputy Ventura deployed Taser however the Taser was only 
briefly effective in stopping Davis. 

Davis began trying to get up and Deputy Vail used body weight to try' and hold him 
down. Davis continued to resist and began kicking his legs and swinging his arms. 
Deputy Vail struck Davis in the face and chest with hammer fist strikes in an effort to 
stop his resistance. The strikes were not effective. 

Deputy Vail realized his canine had only bitten Davis’ jacket and the bite was not 
effective in controlling Davis. Deputy Vail removed his canine from the bite and 
redeployed him on to Davis’ leg. When the canine bit Davis’ leg, he yelled in pain. 

Davis began kicking at Deputy Vail’s canine and continued to fight Deputy Ventura and 
Deputy Vail. Deputy Vail began to get tired but successfully pushed Davis on to his 
stomach. Deputy Vail grabbed Davis’ left arm and forced it in to handcuffing position. 
Deputy Ventura was unable to get Davis’ right arm in to handcuffing position. Several 
other Deputies arrived and assisted in forcing Davis’ right arm in to handcuffing position. 

Davis was successfully handcuffed without further force. Deputy Vail ordered his canine 
to release his bite. The canine released Davis immediately. 

Deputy Vail advised the Sheriffs Communication Center of the canine contact and 
requested medical assistance. Deputy Vail also requested the notification of the Sheriffs 
Canine Unit Sergeant. 

Davis was treated at the scene by San Miguel Fire and AMR 256. Davis was transported 
by AMR 256 to UCSD Hospital located at 200 West Arbor Drive in San Diego. 

I concluded my interview of Deputy Vail. 

I contacted Davis in the emergency room. Davis was cooperative and willing to speak 
with me. I obtained the following recorded statement from Davis.

STATEMENT FROM JAMES DAVIS: 

Davis understood I was interviewing him regarding the use of the Sheriffs K9 and that 
the interview was being recorded. 

Davis said he suffers from over exposure to everything. Davis said he is not taking any 
street drugs but did take Benadryl earlier in the day. 

Davis said he is pretty blind but can see well enough to get around. 

I asked Davis if he heard the Sheriffs K9 announcement. Davis said he did not hear the 
canine warning. I asked Davis why he didn’t comply with the Deputies but he refused to 
answer. 

Davis said the canine was biting him for a while but couldn’t say how long. 

Davis said he didn’t know how the canine was taken off of him. 

Davis had nothing further to add. 

I concluded my interview of Davis. I photographed Davis. 

CONCLUSION: 

Deputy Vail’s decision to use his K9 to apprehend Davis was based on the following 
factors: 


Davis was the suspect of 245 P.C. Assault with a Deadly Weapon. 

Davis was actively resisting Deputy 's attempts to arrest him by fighting and 
refusing to obey lawful commands to surrender. 

The use of the canine was within policy and deployed in an appropriate manner. 
REVIEW: 

On 02/16/15, at about 0040 hours, I was notified by Sheriffs Dispatch that Deputy Vail's 
canine had made contact with Davis. I was advised Davis had been transported by AMR 
256 to UCSD Hospital located at 200 West Arbor Drive in San Diego. 

I made all appropriate notifications to both the Communications Lieutenant as well as the 
on call Divisional of Inspectional Services Sergeant Kamoss. 

Photos were taken of Davis's injuries and an interview was conducted regarding the 
incident. The interview and photographs of Davis were copied to a CD-R disc and 
attached to this investigation.

Davis sustained two five inch lacerations, punctures and rakes to his right leg. Davis also 
sustained rake marks and two punctures to his back.
